Steamers 


Will Be Favored.

the new amagemenU for carrying 
ocean mails will go into eSect. The 
first trip will be made by the St Louis 
At that time the United States wil 
begin paying the new American lines 
of steamers $4 per mile for carrying th< 
mail from New York to Southampton 
The number of miles between those 
places will be computed by the navy 
department, giving the average diet 
anca, and no regard will be paid to the 
northern or southern routes. 
The 


computations will also be in statute 
instead ot nautical miles, the opinion 
of the attorney general being to the 
f Had that the word "mile" in the law 
does not mean nautical miles or knots. 
It is estimated that the cost of 
carrying the mails will be

year. 


Under the contract 
the American 


company must dispatch a ship every 
week, and carry all mail that 
is 


offered. It has not yet been deter 
mined whether mail will be held for 
American liners or whether it shall be 
despatched also by other lines. This 
is something to be decHfd by the post- 
master general, and he aud General 
Neilson, the second assistant, under 
whose jarifld'ction th« fftreiga m 
couit*, are now oneiderng the matter 
nod it is probable that ihe department 
will not decide 10 hold foreign mills 
for n week, but will send the more im 
poitant matter by the other lines as 
now 
Piipprn and printed matter will 


no dt,ubt bo hUd for the contracts. At 
preeeH thtre are from fuur to five mail 
dispatchea & week. The foreign com- 
panies receive forty-four

pound for Utler and four and one-half 
cent? for printed matter. The Ameri- 
can lice will receive sixUen cents per 
pound lor lettois and 8 cents fcr print- 
ed matter. It is expected that the cost 
of the trans-Atlantic mail service will 
be coneidirab'y increased under the 
new arrangements. 
The coct of the 


service for th<i year ended July 30, 
189J, was $610 882 and for the

ing year it was considerably mora than 
that. The payments to the Ameiican 
line will be more than the total cost of 
the service now. At present mai 8 are 
lent by the English, German aud 
French lines, according to the country 
in which the matter is destined and 
having in view the prospect of prompt 
delivery.
